DUGGAN for MAYOR © 


THE MAN WHO PROMISED NOTHING 
AND ACCOMPLISHED MUCH 


T IS THE ALMOST INVARIABLE RULE that if a mayor 
makes good in his first year of office he should be returned for

As a preliminary to a reorganization of the city’s affgirs, Mayor Duggan 
was instrumental in securing the services of Commissionef Yorath, one of the 
most notable municipal experts in the Dominion, and without detracting in 
the slightest degree from the credit due to Commissioner Yorath for the 
splendid service he has givn since his appointmnt, it will be conceded that 
Mayor Duggan is entitled also to a very great deal of credit for the wisdom 
and foresight which enabled him to place hia reorganization on such a satis- 


Mayor Duggan has made good, beyond the shadow of a doubt. The tax 
levy of $4,500,000 in 1920 was the largest in the city’s history. This year the 
levy showed a decrease of over four hundred thousand dollars, the mill-rate 
being reduced from 45 to 39.90, with the certainty of a still further reduction 
The controllable @xpenditures have been reduced—not perhaps 
as much as Mayor Duggan could have hoped, owing to the high prices of labor 
and commodities—but at any rate headed in the right direction, 
all, the publie utilities, instead of a deficit of $89,186.76 last year, will have 
a surplus this year of approximately $225,000, 

Mayor Duggan’s policy of better business methods at the city, has already 
borne fruit to a remarkable degree, and it will be even more successful next 
year if he is re-elected, as he deserves to be.

Three 
provinces have given a solid Lib- 
eral representation—Quebec, No- 
va Scotia and Prince Edward 


Island. Ontario has elected twen- | 


ty-four Liberals, when fifteen was 
the most that was hoped for, 
while New Brunswick, Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan, AlBerta and Brit- 


ish Columbia have gone as ex-' 
pected. The so-called Progressive really have more need of a little of it, 


party, which hoped to make a kill- 
ing in Ontario, came out with 
only 19 seats in that province, but 
swept the prairies with a total 
representation of 54. It leads the 
Conservative party, which has 
only secured 48 seats. The Labor 
party, is lightly represented, hav- 
ing captured only two seats, both 
in the West. The Eastern results 
indieate. that” there labor has 
thrown its strength to the Lib- 
eral party instead of accepting 
the idea of group politics; and as 
a consequence is in a position to 
exercise an important influence 
on governmental affairs, which it 
could not have done had it been 
segregated in a separate party or 
group. 

The Crerar party must for the 
present give up its dreams of dic- 
tatorship, and either unite with 
its late opponents or be negligible 


as.a force in national affairs of 
| now. 


the country. 

It is fortunate that the decision 
of the electors has saved the coun- 
try from the condition of chaos 
that must have followed the 
struggle between the three par- 
ties, had none of them secfred a 
majority. However, far the Lib- 
eral party may be lacking, in the 
estimation of some, as to its pol- 
iey or principles, it must be 
infinitely better that it should 
have direction of our national! af- 
fairs than that those affairs 
should be without direction, as 
they must have been had the Lib- 
erals failed to secure a majority. 

So far as Alberta is concerned, 
the results were a foregone con- 
clusion in at least eight out of 
the twelve seats. The success of 
the U.F.A. party in provincial af- 
fails gave that party an immense 
advantage in the Dominion elec- 


tions. Only in the two Valgary 
constituencies and in East and 
West Edmonton was there & 


fighting chance for either Lib- 
eral or Conservative. The elec- 


tion in West Calgary of Hon. R. | 


B, Bennett, minister of justice in 
the Meighen government, was 
practically a success from the 
start. The defeat of the Hon. 
Duncan Marshall in West Cal- 
gary is regrettable. 

In West Edmonton the city 
polled a large majority for Hon. 
Frank Oliver. Whether that ma- 
jority is large enough to over- 
come the adverse vote of the rural 
districta is not yet decided, If it 
is, the Liberals will hold one seat 
in Alberta; the Conservatives one 
—West Calgary; and Labor one 
—FEast Calgary; while the Pro- 
gressives will hold nine. 
Calgary it was the presence in the 
field of the Conservative candi- 
daie that defeated Hon, Duncan 
Marshall; alihough neither the 
candidate nor his party could 
possibly succeed. If the Liberal 
candidate is defeated in West Ed- 
monton it will be for the same 
reason, Mr. Campbell never had 
a chance to win any more than 
Premier Meighen had, but he was
